CONSTITUTION 
Students Vote On Changes 


The following changes to the ASMPC Constitution will be 
voted on today by all student body card holders. 

Article i. Membership 
Section 3. Foreign students, on visas, shall be honorary mem- 
bers with full privileges upon reoommendation of the Foreign 
Student Advisor. 

Section 4. The spouse of a married student who is a member 
of the ASMPC shall receive all membership privileges, except 
the voting power, when accompanied by the married member. 

A. If the married member is participating in the activity, 
the spouse must present the member’s ASMPC card. 

B. Verification of marital status will be made by the Reg- 
istrar, who will stamp the married member’s ASMPC card with 
‘*Spouse privileges for ------’’, before such privileges will be 
granted. 

Tentative changes to the By-Laws of the ASMPC include: 

Article I. Qualifications, Duties, and Terms of Office. 
A. The President shall: «. 

(8) Have power to make temporary appointments and dis- 
bursements not to exceed $20:00: when, in the opinion of the 


ASMPC President and Faculty Advisor, an emergency has a- 


risen of such urgency that a decision cannot be delayed until 
the next meeting of the Executive Council. . 

(9) Appdint, with the advice of the Executive Council, all 
standing and special committees. 


F. The Commissioner of Publications shall: 


(3) Be responsible for informing the ASMPC of Executive 
Council activities. 

(5) Be responsible for publicizing ASMPC elections. 
G. The.Commissioner of Social Activities shall: 

(1) Prepare a calendar of social activities in cooperation 
with the Dean of Women. 

(3) Approve or disapprove, with the advice of the Dean of 
Women, all social affairs not on the social calendar. 
H. The Commissioner of Rallies and Assemblies shal]: 

(3) Be in charge of assemblies and rallies. 


(4) Prepare a calendar of assemblies and rallies in cooper- 
ation with the Dean of Students. 

I. The President of Associated Women Students shall: 

(2) Be responsible for keeping and posting in the Student 
Union an up-to-date calendar of all coming school events. 
L. The President of the Sophomore class shall: 

(2) Be chairman of the Student Union Committee. 


Article Ill. Meetings 
Section 3. Eight members of the Executive Council plus the 
Faculty Advisor shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of 
those present shall be necessary to carry an issue. 

Article ¥. Campus Organizations. 


Section 4. All members of a recognized campus, student organi- 


zation shall be members of the ASMPC.
